In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative discussed some differences between the 
prior art and Applicant's invention. In particular, Applicant does not believe Teder teaches how to determine a spin rate 
or spin axis of a golf ball in flight. Additionally, Applicant does not believe Chadwell teaches or suggests a system that 
can be employed with a moving object. Furthermore, Applicant noted that Mihran teaches of a spin rate determination 
method, however, the sensor must be aligned parallel to the path of the expected trajectory. The examiner stated that 
these issues were not raised in the response to Office Action No. 2. The only argument provided by Applicant was that 
applicant's invention utilized multiple sensors to provide a more accurate movement characteristic of a golf ball. 
However, as noted in Office Action, Paper No. 5, Teder uses multiple sensors to provide a more accurate solution to 
determine golf ball launch parameters. Therefore, the examiner suggested applicant file an RCE to clearly point out the 
differences between the prior art and the claimed invention, and to amend claims to distinguish over Mihran, prior art, 
not used in any prior rejection. In conclusion, full and fair consideration will be given to Applicant's official response to 
the office. 
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
